The results of the three-year test 
indicate that: 
Self-feeding sows and 
litters during the suckling period sa v ­ 
es both labor and feed; the self-fed 
lot was more thrifty than the hand- 
fedlot; a total of 441 pounds of feed 
was required for 100 pounds of gain 
in the self-fed lots, while the hand- 
fed lots required 603 pounds; the pig* 
from the self-fed lots made 
g re a ter 
daily gain« from farrow ing to w ear­ 
ing and also during the various tests 
in which they were subsequently used.

crowding of sows and pigs occurred 
at the self-feeders even where there 
was a large number of sows with lit­ 
ters in one lot.

is shown by the fact that this

holds the alfalfa 
area 
production 
record of the world.

able agricultural phenomenon is re­ 
vealed in a survey of the alfalfa sit­ 
uation ju«t completed. 
A lfalfa in U tah is grown at an al­ 
titude of from 
6700 
to 
5500 
feet 
wlfere tem peratures ranging from 10 
to 30 degrees below zero are common 
in w inter and 
in a 
section 
of the 
country where 
irrigation 
is 
neces­ 
sary. 
When the alfalfa seed grow ­ 
ers find that fhc plant 
is not 
pro­ 
ducing the seed as it 
should, 
they 
w ithdraw its “drink supply” and the 
plant, feeling that its life is at stake, 
starts to seed. 
This i« not the tech­ 
nical w ay of putting it, but th a t 
is 
w hat happens. 
F ifty per cent of the available sup­ 
ply of dependable alfalfa seed 
for 
1928 sowing was grown in U tah, the 
survey shows, ami if Arizona, Texas 
and New Mexico seed are 
classified 
as non-hardy or unadaptable for mid- 
w estern and eastern states, then be­ 
tween 60 and 70 per cent of the sup­ 
ply of hardy alfalfa is Utah grown. 
The two chief alfalfa seed producing 
regions of the world lie in U tah, with 
elevations much higher and 
colder 
than most of the alfalfa seed sections 
geographically farth er north. 
U tah 
also is the only state which has 
not 
imported any seed for forty years. 
In 1927 the U tah alfalfa crop was 
14.688.000 lbs. 
Its nearest rival was 
Idaho, with 10,000,000 lbs. 
The 1926 
Utah output was 17,256,000 lbs., with 
Kansas second \v*th 6,642,000 
lbs., 
vshile the 1925 record for U tah was 
26.340.000 lbs., with Idaho, South Da­ 
kota and Arizona 
tied 
for 
second 
place. 
There probably will 
be 
a severe 
shortage of hardy 
alfalfa 
seed 
in 
1928. 
The 1927 crop is estim ated to 
total 50,000,000 lbs., compared with a 
domestic yield of around 
67,408,000 
lbs. in 1926 ami 49.000,000 
lbs. 
in 
1925. 
C anada furnished us 5,000,000 
lbs. last year, as against only 500,- 
000 lbs. for this y ea r’s seeding.
